The prior art fails to teach or suggest a reference signal-to-interference power 
ratio modification unit setting either an observation time period of an error rates or a 
number of target observation blocks of the error rate, a unit increment of a reference 
signal-to-interference power ratio, a unit decrement of the reference signal-to- 
interference power ratio and a target signal error rate in such a way to satisfy a 
prescribed relation equation, changing a size of one or more of the unit increment and 
the unit decrement of the reference signal-to-interference power ratio according to the 
measured error rate, and modifying the reference signal-to-interference power ratio by a 
plurality of the unit increment or unit decrement_based on the measured error rate, in a 
combination with other recited claim limitations as set forth in the independent claims.
